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AN $8 MILLION FESTIVAL THEATRE FOR SALZBURG 
NEW HOUSE TO OPEN 1960 


Above picture shows a model of the new $8 million 
Salzburg Festival Theatre, which will open for the 1960 sea 
} son, according to a recent announcement. 


The new house will be located next to the old Festi- 
val Theater. In order to create the rear of the stage in the 
form of a half circle, almost two million cubic feet of rock 
of the Moenchsberg (mountain of the monks) had to be re- 
moved. The 2,578,000 cubic foot stage section of the new 
house is made from concrete. The front opening of the stage, 
which on its entrance measures 262.4 by 78.72 feet, can be 
reduced from 98.40 to 45.92 ft. A smaller stage is located 
on each side of the principal stage. 

The new theatre has been so designed that all open 
air performences scheduled for the Felsenreitschule can be 
mitomatically transferred to the new house in case of incle- 
§ ment weather. The new Festival Theatre will seat 2,300 per 
sons. There will be only one row of center boxes and above 
them 400 seats in the center, and on the sides mom will be 
made for 400 standees. (Continued on page 8)

AUSTRIA DECIDES ON SCHILLING CONVERTIBILITY 

At the cabinet session of January 13, 1959, Finance 
Minister Reinhard Kamitz reported on the foreign converti- 
bility of the Austrian currency which, like that of a number 
of other European currencies, went into effect on January 1, 
1959. The convertibility order reads: 

With effect as of December 29, 1958, the agreement 
regarding the establishment of a European Payments Union 
of September 19, 1950 (EPU agreement) is revoked. In its 
place, the regulations of the European Currency Agreement 
of August 5,,1955 will be used among the countries belonging 
to the OFEC. Such terms as EPU, EPU nations, EPU foreign 
currencies and EPU currencies which have been used by the 
Austrian National Bank in its announcements re garding the 
foreign currency law or in other announcements will now be 
substituted for by the corresponding new terms such as 
EWA, EWA nations, EWA foreign currencies and EWA cur- 
rencies. *) 

In order to meet the measures taken by most of the EWA 
nations, the Austrian National Bank hereby grants general 
permission to change so called schilling contract accounts 
kept by foreign nationals in Austrian credit institutions into 
free schilling accounts. 

Such accounts may be converted into any desired cur 
rency and may be transferred to the free schilling accounts 
of other foreign nationals. 

Free schilling accounts may now also be established 
through the sale of ECA currencies by foreign nationals. 

At the same time, the foreign currency trade at the 
Vienna stock exchange is extended to include U.S. dollars, 
Canadian dollars, Portuguese escudos and Icelandic crowns.

PITTERMANN TO SEE EISENHOWER 

As reported in our preceding issue, Vice Chancellor 
Bruno Pittermann will arrive here on Febmary 7. During his 
stay in Washington (February 9 - 11) he will have brief in- 
formal talks with President Dwight D. Eisenhower, ‘Vice 
President Richard M. Nixon and Secretary of State John 
Foster Dulles. Dr. Pittermann will also meet with Mr. George 
Meany and Mr. Walter Reuther of the AFL-CIO. The trip to 
the Tennessee Valley has been cancelled; from Washington, 
the Vice Chancellor will proceed to Chicag and return to 
New York on the 15th; he will call on Secretary General Dag 
Hammarskjold at U.N. headquarters.

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AUSTRIA'S PRODUCTION GAIN 
TOPS EUROPEAN AVERAGE Se 

According to statistics compiled by the European. Bco- 
nomic Commission, a U.N. body, Austria’s production gain 
in the third quarter of 1958 with 151 (1953 — 100) was far. 
above the 135 index average of 12 European nations (1 
OEEC nationsplus Finland and Yugoslavia). Only Yugoslavia 
with an index of 178 and France with 152 showed higher 
ratios than Austria; West Germany with 150 was just below 
Austria’s production index. 

The index of Austria’s industrial production decreased 
from 150 the year before to 149 in the second quarter of 
1958. But this reduction has been more than made up in the 
third quarter. In the third quarter of 1957, the Austrian index 
of industrial production was 146. According to the EEC re- 
port, the indices of the metal working and textile industries 
of Austria decreased steadily while those of the building 
materials industries went up seasonally; the metal working 
industry showed an index of 122 in the first quarter of 1958, 
of 107 in the second and of 106 in the third. The textile 
industry showed 98.93 and 91 respectively; and the building 
materials industry 78.97 and 111. 

GOLD RESERVES UP 89% 

Larger currency purchases due to high foreign currency 
deposits, have led to an increase in gold reserves of the 
Austrian National Bank since the end of 1957. Gold reserves 
have increased by 89% and currently amount to 5,007,000,000 
schillings. At the same time, foreign currency deposits 
amounting to 12,257,000,000 schillings were 16% higher on 
Dec. 31, 1958 than a year before. 

TO HEAD UN LIBRARY 

The director general of the Austrian National Library 
in Vienna, Dr. Josef Stimmvoll, has accepted a two-year con- 
tract to head the United Nations Library in New York. The 
Austrian Ministry of Education granted Dr. Stummvoll a leave 
of absence for this purpose. 


AUSTRIAN CHOSEN FORESTRY DIRECTOR BY FAO 

An Austrian, Dr. Egon Glesinger has been appointed 
director of the forestry department of the Food and Agricul- 
ture Organization of the United Nations in succession to 
Marcel Leloup. 


FINANCE MINISTRY OPENS 
NEW YORK INVESTMENT INFORMATION OFFICE 

Recent accelerated interest by American industry in 
Austria has led to the establishment by the Finance Ministry 
of an Austrian Investment Information Office in New York 
(31 East 69th Street, New York 21, New York, telephone 
REgent 7-6400). 


The new office will be headed by Mr. Frederick Rapaport, 
who will assist interested firms in establishing operations 
in Austria.

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CRUDE OIL PRODUCTION IN 1959: 2.4 MILLION TONS 

However, the planned new work will not be able to stop 
a further reduction in crude oil production in 1959. In 1958, 
total production amounted to roughly 2.8 million tons. For 
1959, only 2.4 million tons are estimated, which is 400,000 
tons less and corresponds to the natural decline in wield 
of the already opened oil fields. 


NEW AUSTRIAN OIL WELL IN OPERATION 

The Austrian Petroleum Administration recently com- 
pleted construction of a new oil well, called Station Ma XIV, 
in the Lower Austrian oil field of Matzen. The new station, 
which became operative earlier this year, consists of 16 
wells. producing paraffin oil. The oil producing station, which 
was erected by the Administration, includes a pump house 
with two pumps, each with a capacity of 60 cubic meters 
per hour (one cubic meter: 1.308 cubic yards); a water pump; 
a tank house; a locker building with facilities for 20 men; 
16 separators and 16 measuring tanks; two storage tanks of 
80 cubic meter and two of 50 cubic meter capacity; and 
finally a piping system of about 2,000 meters length (one 
meter: 39.7 inches). 

Three fuel oil containers ordered by the Austrian 
Petroleum Administration are nearing completion at the 
United Austrian Steel (VOeEST) plant. The construction of a 
bituminous plant is being accelerated to make sure that 
bituminous production will not be interrupted because of the 
return of the Voesendorf refinery to its former owners. This 
caused a transfer of the bituminous production to Schwechat. 

A rolling laboratory was added to the flushing station 
in Prottes so that rinsing and flushing tests may be under- 
taken at the oil sources. The laboratory was constructed on 
the chassis of a 1¥cton truck. It contains all ned¢essary 
apparatus for scientific testing as well as a built-in bed and 
cooking facilities, Since the rolling laboratory was taken into 
use, technical difficulties have been reduced to the minimum. 
It is expected that the new laboratory will be able to solve 
even difficult problems right in the field. 


INVESTMENTS 

Last Jan. 14, the governing board of the Austrian 
Petroleum Administration decided to put aside 535 million 
schiilings (about 26 schillings equal one dollar. Ed.) for 
investments in 1959. Of this sum, 254 million schillings will 
be used for the next construction stage of the new refinery 
in Schwechat. The rest will be used for the opening of new 
oil fields. 

This year’s schedule for the Schwechat refinery provides 
for the construction of a cracking plant which is expected to 
produce not only more gasoline but also an improved product. 
Refinery gases, a by-product, will be turned over tothe petro- 


chemical industry which will have its plant near the new 
refinery. 
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526 CORPORATIONS IN AUSTRIA 

The Central Association of Austrian Corporations re 
ported recently that as of January 1, 1959, Austria counted 
526 stock-issuing corporations, a gain of 22 compared with 
Jan. 1, 1958. The 526 corporations showed in their balances 
a total stock capital of 16 billion schillings, legal reserves 
of 1.6 billion, and free reserves of 6.4 billion. Thus their 
total capital amounts to roughly 24 billion schillings, or 
nearly one billion dollars. 


8,000 SHARES OFFERED THE PUBLIC BY VOITH WORKS 

The Voith Corporation in St. Poelten, one of Austria’s 
large industrial enterprises, recently offered 8,000 shares for 
sale to the public. The shares are offered to a total stock 
capital of 40 million schillings(about 26 schillings equal 
one dollar. Ed.) at a sale price of 1,050 schillings for 1,000 
schillings nominal. The sale price includes the sales tax. 
Of the 8,000 shares, 1,500 are reserved for the employes of 
Voith works and the inhabitants of the district of St. Poelten; 
another 3,000 are reserved for the population of Vienna and 
Lower Austria; and 3,500 shares will be distributed among 
buyers in other parts of the country. 


VIENNA'S GROWING LABOR FORCE 

At the end of December, 1958, 731,149 persons were 
employed in Vienna. 420,742 were men, 310,407 women. 
Altogether, 5,489 more persons were employed than a year 
before. The number of gainfully employed was the highest of 
any year’s end. Registered for work were 38,235 unemployed, 
or 4,816 more than at the end of 1957. A number of jobs 
conditioned by the season were lost during December, 
especially in the construction, metal, electric and textile 
industries. 


AUSTRIAN FARMERS PREFER DOMESTIC TRACTORS 

Early in February, Austrian agriculture will place its 
100,000th tractor in operation. This tends to show that the 
Austrian automotive industry has succeeded in keeping step 
with the growing demand for agricultural motorization. 

At the latest census of agricultural machines in June, 
1957, altogether 78,748 tractors were operative. By the end 
of 1957, the number had already increased to 85,000 and 
thus was nearly a thousand percent higher than in 1948 
(8,613). 

During the past year, about 13,500 new tractors were 
bought. Although the figures for November and December, 
1958, can only be estimated, a total of 98,500 tractors can 
be accepted as correct for the end of 1958. 

Tractor types manufactured by Austria’s automotive in- 
dustry are generally preferred by agricultural enterprises. 
About 50% of the tractors nowin use have acapacity of less 
than 16 HP. Almost as large a percentage goes to tractors 
between 16 and 30 HP. (Tractors with more than 30 HP are 
less frequently in demand; only 6,000 of this category are 
now in use in Austrian agriculture. )

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THE AUSTRIAN LIKES HIS SWEETS 

Consumer statistics for workers’ households in 1957 
just published in the new Austrian Statistical Handbook show 
that on the average each adult male consumes the following 
footstuffs annually (1 kilogram equals 2.2 lbs; 1 liter equals 
2.1 U.S. pints). 

77.87 kilograms of rye bread; 17.67 of white bread; 
96.46 of flour; 32.04 of fresh meat and canned meats; 12.06 
'of cold cuts; 178 eggs; 6.92 of margarine; 5.33 of butter; 
62.47 of potatoes; 1.09 of legumes; 39.40 of fresh vegetables; 
1.77 of canned vegetable and fruit; 32.40 of sugar and sweets; 
175.30 liters of whole milk; 2.36 of skimmed milk; 2.4 of non- 
alcoholic beverages; 17.27 of beer; and 10.2 of wine and 
other alcoholic beverages. 
| Total household expenditures are broken down as fol- 
‘lows: 44.6% for foodstuffs; 4.8% for rent *; 4.5% for lighting 
and heating; 7.1% for furnishings and interior upkeep; 14.3% 
for clothing; and 24.7% for miscellaneous expenses. 

Gross income showed this distribution: 84.5% earned 
by the head of the household; 3.1% by the wife; 1.5% by the 
children; and 10.9% of other origin. 

* This is probably the most striking dissimilarity in any compari- 
son with relevant American statistics. Low rents have to be given 
due credit if Austrian living standards are to be appreciated. The 


outlay for food, on the other hand, points up the fact that there still 


remains much room for improvement if American standards are 
‘applied, Ed. 


VIENNA—EUROPE’S CONVENTION CITY 

Vienna has movedinto the top group of European con- 
vention cities during the past three years. Vienna’s Tou- 
fist Bureau, which advises convention promoters, announced 
recently that it has already received hids for about 36 larger 
intemational conventions for 1959. The 1958 record year 
vith 132 conventions and congresses stands to be bettered 
tiring the coming foreign tourists’ season.So far, conven- 
tion promoters have registered 16,500 delegates from the 
world over. 

The first convention will be a meeting of parliament 
ari an s late in April; a few days later, a meeting of the Exe- 
ative of the Intemational Women’s Organization will be 
held. Following the Sudeten-German meeting at which 200,000 
yrticip an ts are expected, 10 other large conventions will 
take place, among them the Intemational Congress for So- 
tial Tourism, the meeting of the Intemational Association 
of Huntsmen, the 11th Congress of the Intemational Publi- 
hers Union, and the Intemational Master Bakers Congress. 
Also others: the international scrap-dealers meeting, the 5th 
International Fruit Juice Promotion Conference, the conven- 
tion of Hospital Pharmacists, to name a few. 

In July thousands of guests will come to Vienna, when 
the Austrian capital will become the scene of the famed in- 
, "mationak police ‘‘star’’ race (starting from widely scattered 
points and converging upon Vienna), the convention of Aus- 
tian Labor Sports Associations, the European Congress of 
Protestant Youth and other festivities. 

The Third World’s Championship in speed-typing will 
Start August 23 in the great auditorium of the Vienna City 
Hall. Associated with this event will be the 23rd Intematio- 
nal Congress of the Federation for Shorthand and Tvping.

UNKNOWN HAYDN SCORES DISCOVERED 

The young American music historian H.C. Robbins 
Landon has discovered hundreds of hitherto unknown score 
pages by Joseph Haydn in the archives of thr Hungarian 
National Library. The manuscript had heen tumed over to 
the National Library in Budapest after World War II by Prince 
Paul Esterhazy in the service of whose family Haydn had 
served as musical rector for nearly three decades. Paul 
Esterthazy, who was arrested by the Hungarian Communist 
regime, was able to flee to Austria during the revolt in the 
fall of 1956. 

Landon reported also that he found the original scores 
of 10 Haydn operas in Budapest, and said that some had 
been unknown. Among them are ‘‘La Canterina,’’ ‘“‘Infedelta 
Delusa,’’ and ‘‘L’incontro inprovisso.” 

Robbins Landon intends to continue his research in the 
Esterhacy Palace at Fertoed and in a number of churches 
in Westem Hungary. 

PREMIERE OF ORFF OPERA 
TO HIGHLIGHT VIENNA FESTIVAL 

The Management of the Vienna Volksoper recently 
announced that it will stage the first performance of a beau- 
tiful and poetic new work by Carl Orff during the Vienna 
Festival Weeks. The composer’s fairy tale opera, The Moon, 
will be performed at the Volksoper early in June together 
with Puccini’s one-act opera, Gianni Schicchi. The latter 
work was given hy the Volksoper several seasons ago, but 
it will have a new staging this year. Franz Bauer-Theussl 
will have the musical direction of the Orff opus and Argeo 
Quadri will conduct the Puccini opera. 

The Volksoper schedule up to the Orff-premiere now 
looks as follows: 

January 29: Ballet premiere of Bizet’s‘‘L’Arlesienne,’’ 
a Pas-de-Deux, Salmhofer’s “Lockendes Phantom” (Tempt- 
ing Phantom), and the world premiere of ‘‘Wiener Ringel- 
spiel’’ (Vienna Merry-go-round) arranged hy :Anton Paulik 
from the music of Johann, Josef and Eduard Strauss. Dia 
Luca is the choreographer. 

Repeat performances of previous seasons include Au- 
ber’s ‘‘Fra Diavolo’’ (Paul Walter, conducting); and Goto- 
vac’s ‘‘Ero der Schelm’’ (Ero, the Rogue) with Franz Bauer 
Theussl conducting. 

Two other premieres are scheduled: one will be an 
operetta still to be chosen, the other a new staging of Doni- 
zetti’s ‘‘Liebestrank’’ (L’Elisir d’amore). This work will be 
conducted by Argeo Quadri. Murray Dickie will appear in the 
tole of Nemorino.

Arthur Koestler, the 53-year old author who now lives 
in North Wales, has decided to settle in Alpbach where he 
is tilding a one-family house. The decision followed the 


author’s participation last summer at the Alpbach European 
College. 
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530,000 TV VIEWERS IN AUSTRIA 

As of January 1, 1959, 49,322 television receivers 
were registered in Austria. If TV sets which were purchased 
for Christmas and which were instalied and registered after 
the holidays are added, the total number of TV receivers now 
in operation should have passed the 50,000 mark. During the 
past three months, an average of 4,000 sets were registered 
each month. The TV manufacturers hope that if public in 
terest continues to grow and if network facilities are ex- 
panding, Austria should see its 1000,000th receiving set ir 
stalled by the fall of 1959. So far, Austria’s TV manufac 
turers have been able to keep up with the demand. 


THE NEW CHIEF CONDUCTOR OF VIENNA SYMPHONY 

The Vienna Symphony Orchestra announced recently 
that it has signed a contract with Wolfgang Sawallisch, who, 
concurrently with his engagement as musical director for the 
City of Cologne, will be chief conductor of the Vienna Sym- 
phony Orchestra. Poth positions become effective Septem her 1, 
1960. 


NEW SALZBURG THEATER (Continued from page 1) 


The Architect of the new Salzburg Festival House is 
Clemens Holzmeister, one of Furope’s leading architects. 
He rebuilt the old Festival House in 1927 at the request of 
Max Reinhardt and Arturo Toscanini. 


The old Festival House, with a capacity of 1700 per 
sons, will in future be used primarily for Mozart operas while 
the new House will serve for opera, plays and concerts. 

The Salzburg Festivals were established after World 
War I ty Max Reinhardt and Hugo von Hofmannsthal. ‘‘Every- 
man,” which is performed at the Cathedral Square, has be- 
come wornd-famous. Another open air play in the Felsenreit- 
schule was Goethe’s “Faust,” staged by Max Reinhardt, 
and later operas and concerts at the Festspielhaus have 
contributed immeasurably to the intemational prestige of the 
Salzburg Festivals. 

At present, different Festival attractions take place in 
several parts of Salzburg: at the Domplatz, the Festspiel- 
haus, the Felsenreitschule, the Mozarteum, the Residenz 
Palace, the University Auditorium, the Landestheater and at 
St. Peter’s church. 

During past years, the Salzburg Festivals were sold 
out every season and a great number of foreign visitors was 
not able to obtain tickets. This situation prompted Austria 
to commission Professor Holzmeister to design the great and 
technically up-to-date new theatre. Although it will have the 
latest devises used in the tilding of opera houses and 
theatres, it will fit properly into the historic environment of 
Salzburg. 

The model of the new Salzburg Festival Theatre arrived 
recently and was shown for the first time at the Vienna Opera 
Ball January 16th, at the Waldorf-Astoria Hotel in New York.
